1 . The amendment filed 9/16/03 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: the amendment would raise new issue that 
needs further rejection and also raises the issue of new matter. 

a. Applicant's amendment to claim 1 adds a negative proviso "at least one of 
said alkoxy is a C 2 -e alkoxy" that was not present originally. The proviso lacks 
description. Even a negative limitation requires description, Ex Parte Grasselli, 231 
USPQ 393. This would have the issue of new matter. 

b. If the amendment were to be entered, the examiner would have to make a 
new rejection under 103(a) and possibly do a new search for a secondary reference.
